It follows, almost necessarily, that the brilliance surrounding such an 
event as the Coronation of a beloved King and Queen will be reflected 
everywhere within their realm, and not least among those societies and insti- 
tutions which have enjoyed the privileges of royal patronage for centuries. 
It must therefore have been a particular pleasure which all his friends felt 
when Mr. Holland's year of Presidency of the R.A.M. Club coincided with 
such an occasion of public rejoicings. 


Theodore Holland’s connection with his alma mater is long and intimate 
—over forty years, in fact. Entering as a student in 1896, he studied the 
violin under Alfred Gibson, pianoforte under Alfred Izard and composition 
under Frederick Corder. Later he studied in the Hochschule für Musik, 
Berlin, under Joachim, Carl Halir and Robert Kahn, and in 1905 a Sonata 
for Violin and Pianoforte of his was performed in that city by Professors 
Halir and Georg Schumann. | 


Composition must have early absorbed much of his enthusiastic efforts, 


for even whilst a student of the R.A.M. he contributed an operetta King 


Goldemar (Hans Andersen) to Novello’s School Series, and later a cantata, 
A Pastoral Medley, both of which became well known. In the latter of 
these he showed himself to be one of the pioneers of the idea which has 
now been definitely established, namely that the works of our great English 
poets are not too good to be used for children’s songs instead ofthe mediocre 
and trifling stuff which so often was utilized for the purpose before that time. 
Miscellaneous pieces for Orchestra, Pianoforte, and Violin ; additional num- 
bers to Leo Fall’s operetta The Merry Peasant (Strand Theatre, 1909) and 
music for a children’s play, Santa Claus, produced at the Scala Theatre, 
London, 1912, followed. 


During the war period Mr. Holland served for four years in France, 
being attached as Press Officer to War Correspondents and in charge of 
official War Photographs. He was twice mentioned in despatches and awarded 
the O.B.E. (Mil.). | | | 


Since that time he has devoted himself more particularly to the 
writing of chamber music; mention may be made of his String Quartet, 
Suite for Viola and Pianoforte, Pianoforte Trio and numerous works for 
Pianoforte, 
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Mr. Holland was appointed Professor of Harmony and Composition at 
the R.A.M. in 1926, was elected a Fellow, and a member of the Committee 
of Management in 1930. But these activities do not by any means set a limit 
to his abundant good work for music and musicians, for his labours as Trustee 
and as Chairman of the Honorary Committee of Management of the Royal 
Philharmonic Society, as member of the Council of the Incorporated Society 
of Musicians and as Honorary Treasurer of the Musical Association are well 
known. His assistance in the matters of the Copyright Act, the Performing 
Rights Society and his evidence before the House of Commons Committee 
on behalf of musical composers are only typical of the ready and tireless 
efforts he has made throughout his career in the interests of his 
profession. 


Distribution of Awards 
by Lady Holland 


In the Duke's Hall on July 21st, at 11.30 a.m., the year's awards were 
presented by Lady Holland. The proceedings opened with a short pro- 
gramme of music by stringed orchestra, conducted by Mr. B. Walton 
` O'Donnell, M.V.O., F.R.A.M., which included, very happily, The Guitar 
(Op. 1) by the late Sir Edward German, written—as our readers may 
remember—for an orchestra he conducted many years ago at Lady Holland's 
house at Wimbledon. 


"The Principal, in introducing Lady Holland, recalled that she had been 
a pupil of Sir William Sterndale Bennett, Principal of the R.A.M. from 1866 
to 1875, and, in this connection, read an autograph letter from Mendelssohn 
to Sir W. S. Bennett accepting an R.A.M. distinction. The letter had, 
through the kindness of Arthur Hill, Esq., been handsomely bound in 
leather for its better preservation. 

After the distribution of the awards, the Warden, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Lady Holland, said that long and arduous as had been her work in 
the service of the public, it gave great pleasure that she was able, in her 
96th year, to be present with them that morning. 


Lady Holland, who was received with acclamation, said in reply that 
her interest in music and musicians had always been very deep. She re- 
called some of her personal recollections of Sir W. S. Bennett as a teacher, 


The proceedings closed with the National Anthem, 
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Annual Distribution of Prizes 
by H.R.H. The Duchess of Cloucester 


The Annual Distribution of Prizes took place in the Duke's Hall on 
July 21st at 3 p.m. Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Gloucester, who 


presented the awards, was received by members of the Governing Bodies. 


A programme of music by stringed orchestra followed, under the direction of 
Mr. B. Walton O'Donnell, comprising Purcell's Gordian Knot Untied Suite ; 
The Guitar, E. German, and Ancient Scots’ Tunes, Mackenzie. 

The Principal, in presenting his Annual Report, said that it was most 
gratifying to be able to announce that His Majesty King George the Sixth and 
Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth had been graciously pleased to grant their 
patronage to this the senior Royal School of Music. He added: “ We pray 
that the reign of our King and Queen may be crowned with prosperity and 
peace." Proceeding, he said how much was valued and appreciated the 
gracious act of Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Gloucester in the signal 
honour she had paid, both to their Institution and to their Art, by her 
presence that day. 

Dr. Marchant then paid warm tribute to the work of his friend and 
predecessor in office, Sir John McEwen, and added that it was peculiarly 
gratifying to him to be able to announce the anonymous gift of a prize for 
string-quartet playing, to be known as the John B. McEwen Prize, which 
would perpetuate the memory of this distinguished musician. 

By the death of Mrs. Thomas Threlfall and Sir Edward German, the 
Academy had lost two loyal friends and supporters, and he was sorry to have 
to report that, owing to ill-health, Lord Hawke had retired from the office 
of Vice-President. He was happy to say, however, that His Grace the Lord 
Archbishop of Canterbury and also Lieut.-General Sir Sidney Clive had 
honoured them by consenting to become Vice-Presidents. The Directorate 
had also been strengthened by the election of the Rt. Hon. the Earl of Bess- 
borough, the Rt. Hon. the Viscount Esher, the Viscount Moore, 
Sir Harry Verney, Sir James Jeans, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, Baron Albert 
Profumo, Admiral Alan Hotham and Mr. Ernest Makower. The vacancy in 
the office of Warden had been filled by the appointment of Mr. Benjamin 
Dale * than whom no better choice could have been made." 

Regret was expressed at the loss, by retirement, of two prominent mem- 
bers of the professorial staff, Mr. Henry Beauchamp and Mr. B. Walton 
O'Donnell, to the latter of whom heartiest congratulations were offered upon 
his appointment as Director of Music to the B.B.C. in Northern Ireland. 
The retirement of Mr. Lionel Tertis under such sudden and sad circum- 
stances was a loss the world of music could ill afford. 
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Dr. Marchant said that upon the other side they were glad to welcome 
three new professors : Mr. Aldo Antonietti, Mr. C. H. Trevor and Mr. Peter 
Latham. Sir Arnold Bax was congratulated upon his recent honour of 
Knighthood and Mr. John Barbirolli on his phenomenal success as Conductor 
of the New York Philharmonic Orchestra. Reference was made to the visits 
of distinguished musicians such as Dr. Richard Strauss and others prominent 
in the world of Science, Letters and the Sister Arts. 

Continuing, Dr. Marchant enumerated the other new Scholarships and 
Prizes which, through the generosity of friends of the Academy are now to 


be offered : The Eric Brough Prize (Pianoforte), Elkin Prize (Composition), ` 


Lockyer Prize (Viola), Vaughan Morgan Prize (the gift of a flute), Easton 
Prize (the gift of a violin), and a prize for Pianoforte Accompaniment. He 
had also to announce the George Grossmith Scholarship (Film and Drama), 
the gift of London Films Production Ltd., and many gifts, including the 
Reynolds Bequest of £1,000, the Threlfall Bequest of £1,500, a bronze bust 
of himself bequeathed by Sir Edward German, a portrait of herself pre- 
sented by Madam Julia Neilson, two oboes by Mr. Ernest Makower, a 
bassoon, anonymously, and a number of musical scores for addition to the 

Library. | 
. Mention of the Coronation Concert, attended by H.R.H. Princess Alice 
and the Earl of Athlone ; the Orchestral Concerts, conducted by Sir Henry J. 
Wood ; the Choral Concert, conducted by Mr. Ernest Read ; the presenta- 
tion of the complete Chamber Works of Dvorak under Mr. Herbert Withers ; 
the four performances of Puccini's three one-act operas, conducted by Mr. 
Warwick Braithwaite; and, in the realm of Drama, the production of 
P. A. M. Long's Wraith of Wrath and Ivor Novello's A Symphony in Two 
Flats, under the direction of Miss Ena Grossmith, outlined the principle 
public events of the year. Behind all this was that steady and persistent work 
and study towards technique, broad musical outlook and the forming 
and development of character which are the real purpose of Academy training. 
Dr. Marchant concluded by expressing his sincere thanks to Directors, 
Committee of Management, professorial, clerical and general staff, and to 
the Warden and Secretary in particular. Finally he congratulated the stu- 
dents upon a year of indefatigable industry and successful achievement. _

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Reception to Sir John ànd Lady McEwen 
June 21, 1937 

It was a very happy company that assembled in the Duke’s Hall on 
June 21st, at the kind invitation of Dr. and Mrs. Marchant. The occasion 
was unique, for the musical part of the evening was given up to performances 
for the first time of Sir John McEwen’s harvest from the Riviera in the shape 
of three string quartets. Let it be said at once that here was fertility in 
abundance, and that his sojourning had yielded the increase in resource to 
the wonder and delight of the large audience. 

Of the works themselves the opening bars of the Quartet in D minor 
were convincing that the composer was still in his kingdom, but with an 
added authority. In the first and third movements there was a rhythmic 
virility, hammered out with a sense almost of a challenge. The slow move- 
ment was a delicate tissue of themes interwoven to produce the languido 
effect, in contrast with the restless impulse of the others. 

The second quartet, ' in modo Scotico " left no doubt as to the mind 
that created it, but with each movement reflecting as it did the creative mood, 
there were no signs of thoughts of others. The slow movement was very 
beautiful, and in the last, in a set of two reels, the composer refused to be 
beguiled by the conventional rhythms, and directed his own “ foursome." . 

The “ Quartet Provengal " ended the concert. Here, too, the composer 
while representing aspects and moods under their titles, resisted the local 
implication close at hand, and built up a first movement with intricate inven- 
tion, variety of tempi and vigour of expression. The adagio which followed, 
“ very subdued and remote," had a rippling phrase out of which a little 
theme emerged. It was marked “ come oboe," and may have been the echo 
of a shepherd’s pipe. The Finale gave the force of “ Le Mistral" in a per- 
sistent figure in six-eight time, the value of the notes in each group being 
rhythmically changed as the movement proceded. 

In the three quartets apart from qualities in the broad scale, what was 
so interesting was the inexhaustible variety of invention, of unexpected 
figures ever suggesting fresh developments, and then the quietness in the 
middle movements. To all it must have been a deep feeling of relief and 
pride to learn that these three works had filled just as many months, and no ° 
more, in composition and had taken their place in the splendid series of the 
Chamber Music of Sir John McEwen, in which he has shown his supreme 
mastery. | 

It remains to add that the difficult and exacting programme was 
admirably played by the quartet led by Frederick Grinke, with Beatrix 
Marr (second violin), Eileen Grainger (viola), and Florence Hooton (violon-

Maude Valerie White, F.R.A.M.

Miss Maude Valérie White, whose death at the age of 81 we regret 


to announce, was the composer of many songs much in vogue in the “eighties 


and ’nineties. She was the grand-daughter of a naval lieutenant who was in 
H.M.S. Victory at Trafalgar, and was born at Dieppe. Educated at Heidel- 
berg and Paris she entered the R.A.M. in 1876, studying Harmony and 
Composition under Davenport and Sir G. Macfarren. In 1879 she was 


elected as the first woman holder of the Mendelssohn scholarship. Her 


musical education was completed in Vienna. Ill health compelled her to 
relinquish her work and go to South America, but not before a portion of a 
Mass composed by her had been performed at an Academy orchestral concert. 


. She was elected an Associate (A.R.A.M.) in 1882. 


Of the numerous songs by which she is chiefly remembered it may be 
said that, written as they were at a time when the average drawing-room 
ballad had sunk to banal sentimentality both in words and music, they 
achieved and preserved a standard which comprehended elements which were 
to play their part in the rise of the modern English art song. Scrupulous and 
discriminating in her choice of words, she reached her best in setting Herrick 
and Shelley. The latter’s My soul is an enchanted boat is perhaps her finest 
song. A clear understanding of vocal effectiveness, a gift of graceful melody 
and musicianly treatment in pianoforte accompaniments were combined in 
her work. 

She had also great skill as a linguist and translated from the Swedish 
Dr. Axel Munthe’s book Letters from a Mourning City on its appearance 
more than 40 years ago. In 1935, in recognition of her services to music, 
she was granted a Civil List pension of {100.

After the customary loyal toasts bad been honoured, the Chairman pro- 


posed the health of H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn, K.G., 
President ofthe Royal Academy of Music. 


MR. B. J. DALE, proposing the toast of “ The Sister Arts and Sciences,” 
said that music had come latest into the field, but it had forced the other 
arts to reckon with it. Alluding to Schelling's saying “architecture is 
frozen music," he emphasized the interdependence of the arts which critics 
as well as creators had recognized. 


Referring to the representatives of the other arts associated with his 
toast, Mr. Robert Atkins and Sir James Jeans, the speaker said that Mr. 
Atkins, known for his uncompromising sincerity, especially in tke cause of 
Shakespeare, was now challenging all comers in the Ring at Blackfriars. 


Sir James Jeans took his holidays from the problems of the universe by 
playing the organ, as Einstein played the violin. He had recently shown still 
further his interest in music by accepting a position on the Board of the 
Royal Academy of Music, to which the speaker extended him the warmest of 
welcomes. 


SIR JAMES JEANS, in reply to the toast, said that musicians were like the 
great, some were born musicians, some achieved musicianship, some had it 
thrust upon them. He belonged to the last category. He disowned all claims 


to the right to have such an honour bestowed on him as the seat on the 


Board, but felt that people enjoyed such distinctions in inverse ratio to their 
deserts. | 
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Among the interesting results of linking up music and science he would 
like to mention the discovery of the surprising fact that the entire energy of 
the players, working their hardest in an orchestra, was only equal to 100 volts, 
or a tenth of the energy generated by the glow-worm in producing his tiny 
light. He wondered whether music would not in time find some more 
economical way of producing sounds. He could foresee a time when some 
electrical device might do the work of all the musicians labouring away in 
white shirts. - 


Mr. ROBERT ATKINS, also replying, said that he owed so much to one 
musician in particular that he was glad to pay his debt. He recalled his per- 
formance in “ L’Enfant Prodigue ” for which he was tirelessly coached by 
Sir Landon Ronald, who taught him every note and so gained him his first 
engagement. At the Old Vic, too, music had pursued him, and he had dis- 
tinguished himself as the producer of cat-calls required in the ** Boatswain's 
Mate." | 

He thought that musicians had gathered magnificent “ listening audi- 
ences ” which the theatre might envy. The theatre needed such audiences, 
capable of being moved to terror or laughter by the spoken word. At Black- 
friars he was successful because of the intimacy which brought the actor 
close to the public, and brought emotion back to the theatre. Beautiful 
speech was rare, and the R.A.M. was the more to be congratulated on having 
Miss Ena Grossmith at the head of its dramatic section. Her work made the 
Academy respected. 


LORD MACMILLAN, proposing the toast of the R.A.M. and the R.A.M. 
Club, said that he could not think himself a suitable person to be a guest as 
his life was spent in composing discords. He was also deeply disappointed 
to find that musicians did not feed on honeydew but on very excellent ordinary 
food. It would be interesting to study the effect of dietetics on musicians. 

He proposed the present toast with real enthusiasm, because the Academy 
was one of the rare places where people were not mere listeners, but were 
taught to do something. Music was the best of all antidotes to the monotony 
of modern life, and the Academy was therefore fulfilling a great mission. 
He must congratulate it upon a great event—the appointment of Dr. Mar- 
chant as its Principal. Inspiration, the speaker said, always begins at the 
top, and this source of inspiration had a much higher voltage than the 
orchestra alluded to by Sir James Jeans. E i 

He could not say much about science, but he knew one thing which 
perhaps his hearers would like to know. Did they realize that their admirable 
chairman was composed of 96 per cent. of water? With perhaps at this 
stage of the evening a trace of alcohol. A startling fact ! 
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It gave him the greatest pleasure to propose the toast associated with the 
name of the President of the Club, Mr. Theodore Holland. 


THE PRESIDENT, replying, welcomed Lord Macmillan on behalf of the 
R.A.M. and its Club. He referred to Lord Macmillan's position as a Director 
of the Academy and to his recent appointment as Chairman of the Advisory 
Council of the B.B.C. ; in his dual capacity he could watch over the interests 
of the great training grounds of music, who supplied the material, and also 
ensure that the Corporation used this material to the best advantage of music 
generally. BUT | 

A brief review of the principal events of the Academic year followed. 
Emphasis was laid on the great work accomplished under the late Principal, 
and the repercussions that are felt in the world of music by the appointment 
of a new Principal. E 

The Club was described as a valuable link, binding together old and 
new members. Acknowledgment was also made of the debt all members 
owe to Mr. William Wallace for editing the Magazine since 1926. 


` MR. ALFRED WALEY, proposing the toast of “ The Guests," said that 
Brevity was tbe soul of wit, as Lord Macmillan had remarked, and what that 
speaker had preached he himself would practise. | 
He specially mentioned the presence of the Austrian Minister whose 
musical activities were known to everyone ; the Minister for Finland, who 
had recently accepted on behalf of his countryman, Sibelius, the honour of 
the Royal Philharmonic Society’s Gold Medal. Law, he said, was repre- 
sented in Lord Macmillan, Science in Sir James Jeans, Poetry in Lord 
Gorell, Music in Dr. Vaughan Williams, Finance in Mr. McKenna, Medicine 
in Professor Cullis and Literature and the Legislature in Mr. A. P. Herbert. 
Hospitality was like mercy. It gave pleasure to the hosts and to the 
guests. Its basis was good food, good fellowship and a warm welcome. 


PROFESSOR WINIFRED CULLIS said that she was much interested in the 
study of dietetics and music proposed by Lord Macmillan and would apply 
for the professorship offered. However, sorry as she was to contradict him, 
she must tell him that the Chairman was not composed of more chan sixty-six 
per cent. water. The rest was solid. 

Music had an international mission, and though no musician, she derived 
that greatest pleasure from music, and was most grateful for the privilege of 
representing medicine on such an occasion. 


Mr. A. P. HERBERT, also replying to the toast of the guests, said that 
like Mr. Atkins, he (the speaker) had been pursued by music. He was the 


author of twelve musical shows, which had obliged him to associate with 
composers, baritones, gramophone Companies, sopranos, tenors and so on, 
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a picture of suffering to command the sympathy of all. Moreover, in his 
youth at Winchester he had sung as alto, tenor and bass, notably in “ Israel 
in Egypt," a work of which the most frequent words were “ and their land 
brought forth frogs!’ His "cello playing relied on a method he had devised 
of picking out a large white juicy note and leaving the rest, till finally, an 
epidemic of influenza having decimated the orchestra, he was left all alone 
in the 'cello department, and was discovered to be merely “ going through 
the motions " of playing. This was his last appearance. | 

One serious word he would like to say. "There were not enough people 
in the House of Commons to represent art, and among the things he wanted 
to have a go at some day were such things as the Copyright Acts. 

The importance of music was most significantly brought home by the 
fact that it occupied 65 per cent. of the total time occupied by wireless pro- 
grammes. Without it the whole structure of broadcasting would fall to 
pieces. At last it was becoming true that 

“ We are the music-makers 
We are the dreamers of dreams. . . ." | 

Miss JULIA NEILSON-TERRY, proposing the health of the President of 
the R. A.M. Club, said that there could have been no more admirable choice 
of President. He was a composer, a player, a holder of many distinguished 
appointments. Above all he was a professor of harmony, and harmony was 
much more useful than divorce bills. Every congregation of human beings 
needed harmony. It gave her the greatest pleasure to drink the health of 
Mr. Holland. | y 

MR. HOLLAND, after thanking the immediate Past-President for her kind 
remarks, expressed his pride at occupying the chair. _ | 

He wished to support Mr. Herbert's remarks concerning Copyright.
